4.4 Limitations on broadcast applications to residential turfgrass .

The maximum application rate is 4.0 fl.oz. of product per 1,000 sq.ft. per application [0.74 b 2,4-D ae,
0.18 Ib MCPP-p ae and 0.08 Ib dicamba ae per acre per application]. The maximum number of broadcast
applications is limited to 2 per year with a minimum of 30 days between applications. The maximum
seasonal rate is 8.0 fl.oz. of product per 1,000 sq.ft. [1.47 Ib 2,4-D ae, 0.35 Ib MCPP-p ae and 0.16 Ib
dicamba ae per acre].

4.5 Limitations on spot treatments to residential turfgrass
